W e had net heard the dismal cry of 
fire or the note ot the bell since Ihe last 
winter. 
But on Fiiday night, in the 
course of five hours, the bell rung the 
alarm thrice. 
T he first was a few 
miiiutes bcfutre one, and the second a 
fi W minutes after. 
T hey both arose 
from the filing o f the Globe Tavern on 
the main street, as Was already staled in 
the Compiler o f Saturdajr 
It was sup­ 
posed that the fire was extinguished ; 
but it agam broke out in a few Ininutes, 
the bell ngaiii ruiig the alarm. 
A very 
iiiconsidcrable injury was done to the 
Globe ; but for *i;ry prom pt exertion, 
this large wooden building would have 
been in a bl.:zCf and scattered destruction 
on both sides of it. 
T here is no doubt, 
that this was the work of an incendiary 
^ a candle or som e fi' cbrand had been 
introduced into a rai*hole—the alarm 
wis however imm ediately given, and ihe 
fitc was ea<>ily extinguiahed. 


About sun*ri»e on Saturday, the alarm 
was again given—^ n d after some time it 
was ascertained that O allego's Mill* 
were on fire— T he flames burst out, 
from the garret floor, 
nearly at the 
same moment through every part of the 
roof. 
Persons on the spot rushed up 
stiiirs, bui the sm oke was too stifling to 
permit them to do any thing. 
^ The mill had been at woik the whole 
night ; and it ia «opposed that cither by 
the friction of the gudgeons, oi of some 
ol the wooden tim bers touching and rub­ 
bing together, the heat was gènerated, 
which set fire to the hou^e.— The mill 
is up the Jam ea River Canal, about a 
mile from the city ; in the rear of it i» 
the river, and in the front are the csnal 
and a steep bank beyond it. Few people 
wei-c, therefore, on the spot in time t& 
have rendered assistance in the roost or* 
dinary case ; but in this situation, the 
wooden structure of the house, and the 
rapidity of (he flames, would have pre- 
eluded any num ber of people from saving 
the building. 
N o other uid could have 
been given than to have saved the flour 
which wf.s barreled up. which was eflect- 
ed ; fortunaiely veiy lew barrels were on 
hand, as they hud but recently been 
brought down to the city, 
fh e ptinci* 
pal (o^s.of stock was about 13 or 14 Oûü 
h u s ^ l o f wheat, which was on hand of 
thihÿ^ear*s harvest -»-N one of this arti­ 
cle was saved. 
Oi c wing of tbe house 
indeed burstcd, and let out a con»idcrahle 
quantity, but so scorched as not, pertiaps, 
to be in a situation to nii>ke fluur.
